Its Capacity to Make Men Better and 
More Useful^-Rev 
Mr. Hall Has

are very powerful, the force th a t holds 
the earth together, even against so 
tremendous a power as an earthquake, 
and the power of chemical activity, as 
instanced in the explosion of gun cot* 
ton or nitro-giycerine. 
Silent forces 
b u t tremendously powerful. 
There 
are in the natural as also in the spirit­ 
ual world, two kinds of power,—the 
power of action or movement, and the 
power of resistance or endurance. To 
some people it seems to require no 
effort to do good; it is as natural as to 
breathe. 
To others it is a constant 
toil, struggle, and conflict. 
Paul speaks of the “ labor of love'*
